Applicant claims providing an unsintered composite laminate having a sintered plate arranged between primary faces of a pair of adjacent 
green layers which are in parallel planes. In Gruenwald, after pressing the fired lamina capacitor in a green sheet and arrangng another 
green sheet on the green sheet, this results in a sintered plate arranged between primary faces of adjacent green sheets which are 
parallel to each other (parallel planes) and Is similar to the Applicant's Figure 4, which shows the claimed composite laminate. The method 
is not limited to placing a capacitor element on a green sheet, placing another green sheet and pressing, as argued. With respect to 
Mikeska, there Is suggestion that restraining layers be used in conjunction with green and sintered material because the reference 
suggests that tape layers (green) and prefired ceramic can be co-fired while maintaining excellent X-Y dimensional stability in the layers 
(see also Kodama et al. that uses restraining layers with green sheets having sintered capacitors within the green sheet laminate) . 
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
